Army Stayed Out . 

While the guerrillas and the 
Phalangist militia, both heavily 
armed, engaged in clashes that 
conservative estimates say caused 
100 to 150 deaths. President Sulei- 
man Franjieh refused to send in 
tie army to stop the fighting. 

The short-term strengthening 
of the Palestinians in the frag- 
mented Lebanese political system 
could have an impact throughout 
the Middle East if it is main- 
tained.

Spain Buys 
15 Mirages; 
U.S. Plaue 
Is Rejected

MADRID, April 18 CWP).— Fol- 
lowing cancellation of an. order to 
buy 24 UJ3. Phantom F-4 fight- 
er-bombers for more than $250 
million, Spain disclosed yester- 
day that it had purchased 15 
French Mirage F-1C planes for 
an undisclosed amount. 

The switch occurred during a 
U.S. campaign to ’ win NATO 
membership for Spain and dur- 
ing protracted negotiations for 
renewal of an agreement allowing 
the American use of joint air 
force and navy bases on Spanish 
territory. 

Although a UJS. ally, Spain has 
been blackballed by some NATO 
members because of its authori- 
tarian political system and be- 
cause of the regime's World 
War II association with the 
Axis powers. 

The Spanish bases and Span- 
ish military attitudes toward the 
united States and NATO have 
become a major American preoc- 
cupation following erents threat- 
ening the continued US. presence 
in Greece, Turkey, Cypros and 
Portugal 

In canceling the Phantoms, 
Spanish officials reportedly told 
the United States earlier this 
week that the air force lacked a 
budgetary commitment. Spanish 
military sources, however, said 
that the American plane was not 
only outdated but also too costly 
to maintain. Spain has 35 Phan- 
toms in service. 

While officials would not re- 
veal the cost of the French 
planes. Western sources said the 
purchase price was in the order 
of $75 million. 

An advanced version of the 
Mirage F-l. with a stronger en- 
gine and other modifications, has 
been offered to NATO countries 
in. competition against America's 
« M» fighter. 

No Position 

Spanish officials pointed out, 
however, that the decision to ob- 
tain the F-lCs at this time aid 
not signify that Spain favored the 
French NATO plane over the 
YF- 26. "We have not yet taken a 
position on the YF-16,” military 
sources said. 

Spain clearly wants to assure 
itself of two sources of warplanes 
in the event that one or the 
other country should decide to 
stop s elli n g for political reasons. 
Spanish officials are said to mis- 
trust the UJS. Congress and fear 
its reaction if UJS. planes were to 
be used either to put down an 
internal uprising or to defcod its 
North African enclaves. 

In current negotiations to re-; 
new the bases agreement with the 
United States— due to expire in 
September— Spain has pressed 
American negotiators for an ar- 
rangement allowing the manu- 
facture of components for Amer- 
ican military equipment in Spain. 

Under an agreement with 
France. Spain manufactures 
parts for 25 older Mirages it 
bought several years ago. It is 
understood that Spain will also 
manufact ure parts for the F-lCs. 
Spain apparently received favor- 
able credit terms to pay for the 
latest French planes. 

NATO Approves 
Summit Talks 
Late Next Month 

BRUSSELS. April 18 lAP'.— 
The North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization agreed today to trans- 
form its Tegular spring meeting 
■next month into a full-scale con- 
lerence attended by President 
Ford and other government 
chiefs, a NATO spokesman an- 
nounced. 

Representatives of the 15 NATO 
countries will gather at the 
organization's headquarters here 
May 29 and 30. 

Prance, which is opposed to 
the summit conference Idea 
launched lost month by Britain 
and supported by .Mi 1 . Ford in 
his State of the World message 
Iasi week, will be represented by 
its foreign minister. 

There are also doubis whether 
Portugal and Greece will be rep- 
resented by heads of govern- 
ment 

The conference is intended to 
be a prelude to the 35-nation 
East-West security conference 
which is expected to be held in 
Helsinki in June.

Senate Unit Approves Refugee Aid, 
Kissinger Presses for Arms Outlay

WASHINGTON. April IS OUT l 
— The Senate Foreign Relation!; 
Committee today approved SS30 
million for humanitarian aid and 
an evacuation program in South 
Vietnam. Secretary of State Hen- 
ry- Kissing er meanwhile, pressed 
the administration campaign for 
more military aid. asserting . that 
without it South Vietnam' win 
collapse. 

Mr. Kissinger also said t!»t he 
expects great “human suffering” 
in Cambodia, including the Com- 
munist-led victors' assassination 
of their opponents. 

“They will try to eliminate all 
political opponents, ■ the secretary 
said at a hearing of the House 
International Relations Commit- 
tee. “That was certainly the ex- 
perience In South Vietnam-” 

Mr. Kissinger later said be 
thought news reports were cor- 
rect that officials were being 
killed in South Vietnamese areas 
that have fallen to the Commu- 
nists. He refused to give num- 
bers but said, in response to a 
question, "it is substantially more 
than a dozen.” 

Others* Doubts 

However, other State Depart- 
ment officials said that the news 
reports of killings remain sketchy 
and fragmentary. . 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee vote today was M to 3 
on a measure to provide S100 mil- 
lion in humanitarian aid to ref- 
ugees and S100 million as a con- 
tingency fund for an evacuation 
program in South Vietnam. 

The measure had been delayed 
by the senators for two days be- 
cause. they said. Americans are 
not being pulled out of South 
Vietnam fast enough. A commit- 
tee staff report - charged that UJB. 
Ambassador Graham Martin was 
“dragging his feet" on the evacua- 
tion so that 4.000 Americans would 
still be in Saigon by May L 

The committee today apparently 
accepted administration assur- 
ances that the pace of the evacua- 


tion had been quickened so that 
no more than 1.000 Americans 
would remain in Saigon by the 
hr ginning of next month. How- 
ever. by unanim ous voice vote, the 
committee adopted a resolution 
caning for the speedy withdrawal 
of all American citizens and their 
dependents except those needed 
to run the US. Embassy. 

Envoy Praised 

Before the House International 
Relations Committee. Mr. Kis- 
singer said that he has the great- 
est confidence in Ambassador 
Martin. He said that Americans 
would be taken out as quickly as 
possible, but not so last as to 
cause panic. He rejected sug- 
gestions that the United States 
was deliberately delaying the 
evacuation of Americans 50** that 
their plight might help persuade 


Congress to approve more military 
aid for Saigon. 

In pressing the administration 
request for more military aid to 
Saigon, the secretary said. South 
Vietnam has only enough am- 
munition to last for weeks— no 
longer than the end of May. He 
said that without Congress's ap- 
proval of more military. aid. the 
.Saigon regime's “collapse would 
be soon." 

Such military aid would not 
guarantee South Vietnam's sur- 
vival, Mr. .Kissinger said, but It 
could stabilize military , tines 
around Saigon, make negotiations 
possible and achieve "the most 
controlled . - . the most humane 
solution.'*

'Invention* Charged 

But m Peking, a spokesman for 
the new Cambodian government 
described such reports as “mali- 
cious invention." 

The spokesman said that calm 
was reigning in the city and that 
the population feels liberated. The 
situation was apparent from the 
latest radio reports received in 
Peking, the spokesman said. 

Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the 
nominal leader of the Khmer 
Rouge, was quoted In an interview 
with radio station Europe No. 1 
as saying that Phnom Penh was 
a "bourgeois’* stronghold and that 
the capital had to be “cleaned 
out.” 

Prince Sihanouk said that ills 
return to Cambodia depended on 
the health of his mother, who is 
with him in Peking. He said she 
was close to death. He said it 
could be a matter of weeks before 
he went to Cambodia. 

The Prince said he planned to 
represent Cambodia at summit 
^conferences, late charge of state 
'visits and "help the Khmer 
Rouge to create a harmonious 
and perfect national union." 

•Not Communists’ 

Describing the Khmer Rouge, 
Prince Sihanouk said, "They tell 
me they are not Communists, that 
they shouldn't be called Marxists 
either, that they're Cambodians 
above all; that is, that they want 
for the country to progress, a 
popular democracy, and that the 
people run things. They sre cer- 
tainly leftists, very leftist, very 
much to the left, but they say 
it's false to call their regime 
Communist." 

Mr. Sauvagnargues made his 
statement in response to qaestions 
about reports published in Paris 
which said groups of soldiers had 
patrolled the streets of Phnom 
Penh with loudspeakers, order- 
ing the whole population, includ- 
ing foreigners still in the city, to 
leave. 

The reports said the soldiers 
spoke of a possible bombardment 
of the capital and panic and 
confusion spread as rumors cir- 
culated about UB. bombing raids 
to raze the city. 

French officials said they were 
awaiting 1 word from the French 
Embassy in Phnom Penh, where 
up to 100 foreigners are believed 
to have taken refuge. 

A Possibility 

The officials said they thought 
it would be possible to evacuate 
the city In 34 hours. They point- 
ed out that, although the popula- 
tion lias swollen to about 2 mil- 
lion with the influx of refugees, 
the city covers a relatively small 
area and contains wide avenues 
which would make easy exit 
routes.

Hanoi UniLs Advance: 
Xuan Loc Holds Oul

SAIGON. April lfi > NYT 1 - 
Heaty North Vietnamese rein- 
forcements moved into the bat- 
tle today (or Xuan Loc. OS miles 
northeast of here, as other Com- 
munist troops made a series of 
small-scale attacks close to Sai- 
gon. 

Reports from the field said the 
defenders continued to hold Xuan 
Loc, now in ruins, but they were 
surrounded. Some Communist 
units were said to have advanced 
about 9 miles west along Route I 
toward Saigon. 

Fifteen miles northeast of here, 
the Bien Hoa Air Base was' shell- 
ed by North Vietnamese heavy 
artillery for the third straight 
day. 

No casualties were reported, but 
a military spokesman said that 
the shelling forced the govern- 
ment to begin moving its P-5E 
jet fighters from Bion Hoa to 
Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air Base. 
Trucks transported loads of 500- 
pound and 750-pound bombs frmn 
Bien Hoa to Tan Son Nhut for 
safer storage. 

Attack Expected 

Meanwhile. Western Intelligence 
officers said they still expected 
a full-scale North Vietnamese 
thrust at Saigon in the next few 
days. 

To the east, North Vietnamese 
troops backed by artillery as- 
saulted several government posi- 
tions around Phan Thiet, a gov- 
ernment enclave on the South 
China Sea. The defenders there 
were reportedly heavily out- 
numbered and Western officials 
expressed doubt that the city 
could be held much longer. 

The analysts said that the 
most ominous development for 
Saigon was that yet another 
North Vietnamese division had 
been detected moving into the 
10-day-old battle for Xuan Loc, 
which anchors the capital’s 
northeastern defense line. 

The new unit, the 312th Divi- 
sion, left North Vietnam only a 
few weeks ago. the informants 
reported. Its presence now gives 
the Communists a total of five 
divisions around Xuan Loc, in- 
cluding the 6th, the 7th. the 
325th. and the 341st Divisions. 

The 34 1st is also a new arrival 
from North Vietnam, while the 
325 Lh .was brought down In the 
last two weeks from near Hue, 
the old imperial capital in the 
northern part of South Vietnam. 

In opposition to these Commu- 
nist forces. Saigon has only the 
18th Division, a brigade of para- 
troopers and some Ranger units. 
The government troops are said 
to have taken serious casualties 
in the last 20 days of fighting. 

The Saigon command report- 
ed a series of Communist Infan- 
try and artillery attacks on this 
front. Nine North Vietnamese 
and two government soldiers were, 
reported killed and 27 Saigon 
troops were wounded. Saigon

viet "attempt at subversion” of a 
youpg American guide traveling 
with a touring U.S. home exhibi- 
tion in Tashkent. 

The American guide, who had 
sexual relations with a Soviet 
woman, was taken to a Soviet 
hospital on ‘a pretext and was 
Interrogated there. 

Finally, “the man was sent 
home for his own protection." an 
embassy spokesman said in re- 
sponse to a query. 

As pieced together, the Tash- 
kent incident occurred about two 
weeks alter the home exhibit

were invited out virtually every They took him to a Soviet hos- 


pital— neither he nor the Rus- 
sians told U.S. officials at the ex- 
hibit that he was going— and he 
was kept imm obile with both liis 
arms and legs bandaged. 

For two days, he was intensive- 
ly questioned about the personal 
background of the other guides, 
their training and qualifications, 
and asked such questions as: 
“Who are the spies among them?" 

Concerned UJ5. officials dis- 
covered his whereabouts and the 
American doctor, after bis ar- 
rival. found on examination that 
the guide’s skin rash was a minor 

irritation. 

Tile guide was released on the 
d?mnnd or UJS. officials and. af- 
ter 'telling his story, was imme- 
diately flown to Moscow and then 
home. 

Other incidents were subse- 


quently related by guides in 
Tashkent. For example, two told 
of visiting a Soviet family and 
being unconscious for about 12 
hours after a single drink. They 
did not know what. If anything, 
happened during the period. 

No Confirmation 
Those stories could not be con- 
firmed independently, however. 
And they were not mentioned in 
the protest to the Russians. 

But UJ3. officials lectured the 
guides at the exhibition, which 
is now at Baku, to be particularly 
cautious about accepting Invita- 
tions to “private" Soviet homes. 

When asked about the hos- 
pitalized guide, the UJ5. Embassy 
spokesman here said he was au- 
thorized to confirm this: "There 
was an attempt at subversion. 
The man was sent home for his 
own protection. The embassy 
lodged a protest.” 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
had no comment.

Asian Bloc Recognizes

BANGKOK, April 18,— The As- 
sociation of Southeast a«rfnn 
Nations, the five countries geo- 
graphically closest to the turmoil 
in Indochina, jointly recognized 
tire new government of Cambodia 
today, 

The five countries—' Thailand, 
Malaysia, Indonesia, Singapore 
and the Philippines— had agreed 

tO the ami fl in icg nipn fc 

jointly, but in their eagerness 
some advanced it by several 
hours. * 

Within 36 hours of the sur- 
render of Phnom Penh, to the 
Khmer Rouge forces, all five 
countries had recognized the new 
regime. Some of these countries, 
such as Thailand and the Philip- 
pines. had been staunch UJ3. 
supporters for years throughout 
the fighting in Indochina. 

In recent months, however, 
most have begun policy reasses- 
ments as evidence mounted of a 
declining CJ5- commitment to the 
area. 

Japan has already announced 
Its Intent to recognize the new 
Cambodian government at an 
early date and today several gov- 
ernments— including Laos and 
Jordan — announced similar in- 
tentions. 

Plaudits From Moscow 
In Moscow, the Kremlin lead- 
ership today sent ** ardent con- 
gratulations" to Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk and the Khmer Rouge 
forces in Cambodia on their "lib- 
eration" of Phnom Penh yester- 
dav. 

A formal telegram, which was 
signed by the Soviet party leader, 
Leonid Brezhnev. President Niko- 
lai Podgorny and premier Alexei 
Kosygin, declared that "the Soviet 
Union has always supported the 
Cambodian patriots" against the 
ousted regime of Lon No! and 
sought to cultivate closer relations 
with the new government in 
Phnom Penh. 

The message was issued at a 
time when the Russians have

bfieh evaluating their options in 
Indochina as a result of the fast- 
moving events. Moscow, which 
only last month closed dawn the 
embassy of the Lon Nol govern- 
ment here, has seemed eager to 
advance its standing with the 
former Cambodian insurgents, 
who until recently enjoyed more 
visible support from P ekin g.

Slowdown in Growth Seen 
In U.S. Higher Education

BERKELEY, Calif.. April 18 
(NYTj. — A panel of educational 
leaders forecast this week that fi- 
nancial presure would probably 
compel one of every 10 colleges 
and universities in the United 
States to merge, consolidate or" 
close within the next five years. 

Nevertheless, the group issued 
a cautiously optimistic view of 
US. hig her education in a period 
of little growth, saying they fore- 
saw "a soft landing, not a hard 
crash." They called on the schools 
to seize the opportunity and "re- 
place quantitative growth with 
qualitative improvement.” 

The report. "More Than Surviv- 
al: Prospects for Higher Educa- 
tion in a Period of Uncertainty * 
released by the Carnegie Founds- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Teaching, inducted the following 
major points: 

• A new study gives Utile rea- 
son to expect increases in student 
enrollment. It predicts only mod- 
est growth for the next decade 
and then a decade of slight de- 
cline. 

• A survey of college admin- 
istrators suggests that the fi- 
nancial crunch has caused wide- 
spread conflict and shifts In cam- 
pus authority. Many also report- 
ed that the quality of their stu- 
dents. faculty and instructional 
programs had fallen off in recent 
years. 

• Special efforts should be 
made to preserve private colleges 
as an important source of educa- 
tional diversity. Large numbers 
of such schools face extinction 
now for the first time since the 
Great Depression. 

No Disaster 

The Carnegie report said it saw 
neither "disaster" nor “utopia.” 

“We see. instead, a rapid slow- 
down of growth and then a rela- 
tively stable period" after 1985, 
the report said.

High Court Lets 
EPA, States Rule 
On Air Pollution 

WASHINGTON, April 18 fAPi. 

— The Supreme Court has given 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the states broad 
discretion to allow some ftir pol- 
lution to continue beyond the 
deadline for national air quality 
standards. 

By a 7-to-l decision Wednesday, 
the court ruled that the EPA 
may approve variances granted 
by the states to polluters so long 
as the exemptions do not prevent 
overall compliance with the air- 
quality standards. 

The decision overturned a U.S. 
Circuit Court decision striking 
down Georgia's state plan far _ 
implementing the standards. 

The Supreme- Court decision 
approves the Georgia plan and 
similar ones adopted by Alabama, 
Mississippi. Louisiana and Texas. 

m challenging the Georgia 
plan, the Natural Resources De- 
fense Council. Inc- argued that 
federal law gave the states au- 
thority to grant polluters only a 
one-year postponement in meet- 
ing emission standards under cer- 
tain conditions.

*T do not believe that we need 
yet another federal bureaucracy 
in Washington, with its attendant 
costs of $60 million for the first 
three years and hundreds of 
additional federal employees,’* Mr. 

“It is my conviction 
that the best way to protect the 
consumer is to improve the exist- 
ing institutions of government, not 
to add more government.”

Fears of 2d U.S. Revolution Grow at Concord

CONCORD, Mass., April 18 
rwp i . — It was to be a simple, 
all-American celebration with a 
sunrise cannonade, a few short 
speeches an d a parade with 
townspeople dressed in Colonial 
anifonns. 

That is the way this small New 
England town has always com- 
memorated Patriots Day, the 
April 19 anniversary of title first 
battle' of tbe American Revolution 
which was fought here at tbe Old 
North Bridge spanning tbe Con- 
cord River. 

' But Saturday's 200th anniver- 
sary of the “shot heard round the 
world" will bring a new invasion 
to Concord, as unwelcome to 
many townspeople as the British 
soldiers were In 1775. 

The People's Bicentennial Com- 
mission CPBCi, a national group 
which seeks a “second American 
revolution" to overthrow “big 
business,” is organizing what it 
says will be "the largest economic 
rally since tbe Depression.'* 

Outraged Protests 

Despite outraged protests from 
the town’s selectmen, the Na- 
tional Parks Service gave PBC a 
permit for an all-night "town 
meeting” this evening of 25,000 
supporters on a hillside next to 
tbe bridge where President Ford 
will speak tomorrow morning. 

“We’re commemorating an 
event which took place in the 
past,” said Philip Suter, a Boston 
attorney who is chairman of the 
Concord board of selectmen, 

“Our celebration is a local ex- 
pression of our feelings of respect 
and reverence toward our fore- 
fathers who took a stand for 
freedom at the North Bridge 200 
years ago. 

“It’s a simple ceremony, a non- 
political celebration. What we’re 
trying to express has nothing to 
do with current issues. It's a look 
backward.” 

While Concord Is celebrating, 
the nearby town of Lexington 
will present a battle re-enactment 
and a parade to commemorate its 
role in the events of April 19, 
2775. when British soldiers, on a 
mission to Concord to capture 
American supplies, first con- 
fronted American Minute men In 

b CTnftTl skirmish. 

Shift of Focus 

At tbe Old North Bridge in 
Concord, tbe Americans forced 
the British to retreat to Boston, 
shooting at them all the way. By 
nightfall, the dead numbered 73 
British and 49 Colonials. The 
American Revolutionary War bad 
begun. 

Many' townspeople fear that the 


PBC rally will shift the focus 
away from their carefully plan- 
ned local commemoration. 

According to PBC director 
Jeremy Rifttn, 30. a former anti- 
Vietnam war activist, there will 
be “revolutionary oratory from 
the 1770s, modern-day speeches 
on big business and the economy, 
banners, posters and e ffigie s of 
corporations like Exxon. ITT and 
GM.” 

The PBC views the North 
Bridge battle as a “political act” 
which. 200 years later, should be 
commemorated with a “political 
message,” Mr. Rifkln said. 

"Average farmers stood up and 
said. “We're fed up with the gov- 
ernment.’ " he said of the battle. 
-It was the culmination of years 
of protest against government 
policies and Inflation.” 

The PBC rally will culminate 
tomorrow rooming with a "decla- 
ration of economic indepen- 
dence.” calling for a "democratic 
restr u ct uri ng of the economy” to 
eliminate the inflation and un- 
employment which PBC attributes 
to "a self-serving cabal of power- 
ful institutions and 

privileged families.”

According to the charges tbe 
Justice Department brought 
against Rep. Hansen in February, 
the congressman had received 
more than $16,000 in contribu- 
tions to ~hig campaign in the 
August, 1974.

Among the chief provisions are 
a prohibition of target-area bomb- 
ings of cities, a prohibition of 
destruction of food stocks and 
growing crops with the aim of 
starving civilians and restrictions 
on attacks on dams, dikes and 
nuclear power stations.

wrong at the last minute; they 
are exhUarated. 

Mr. Goldfarb, however, has 
become so adept at public rela-

His fuel is alcohol too, but 
with a critical tfifference. Regular 
alcohol will explode under the 
compression of an *ngtn** before 
being ignited by the spark plug. 
Mr. Rothhsherger’k achievement 
is to discover .two catalysts which 
eliminat e the problem. 

Keen as he is in promoting 
his fuel to reduce dependence on 
imported petroleum, he stresses 
it could never replace the Quan- 
tities used today and would only 
supplement gasoline, not diesel 
or other heavy fuels. Be sees 
it as part of a wider objective. 


*T have always haded waste. 
Millions of tons of farm waste 
and domestic garbage are wasted 
each year when they could be 
used most profitably,” he said. 

“Metal and glass is recycled, 
paper and wood can go into my 
fuel, certain plastic bottles can 
be used to make one of the 
catalysts, and the rest is com- 
posted and sold as excellent 
fertilizer,’' he a dded 

Mr. Rothlisberger is now a 
consulting engineer with a diesel 
laboratory where he makes small 
quantities of his fuel for himself 
and friends. 

"Of course I pay taxes to the 
government on all I produce, in- 
cluding a special loading of 8 
per cent because It is alcohol. 
But rm still running my car 
for 75 centimes a liter when 
gasoline costs one franc 80 cen- 
times (about 70 cents per UJS. 
gallon against $1A0). 

French government experts say 
that it is hard to estimate what 
the fuel would cost in commer- 
cial quantities, given problems 
in gwMmating the cost of collect- 
ing farm and other waste. They 
have a rough scale which goes 
from Mr. Rothlisberger ’s own 
estimate upward to highs- than 
regular gasoline. 


Man’s Origins Much Older Than Thought, Fossils Hint

NEW YORK. April 18 (NYT). — . 
w ngarii remains of early dis- 
covered during the last two years 
in East Africa we causing an 
upheaval in the study of human 
evolution by suggesting that 
loan’s origins are more than twice 
as old as had been supposed. 

The new evidence suggest?; that 
relatively intelligent humane ori- 
ginated at least 3 millio n years 
ago In tv>p plains of AfHwa, hvtng 
in complex societies and invent- 
ing stone tools. Hitherto, the ear- 
liest evidence of man was about 
1.75 -million years old. 

The latest fossils aVtn indicate 
that the early, ancestors of mod- 
em man may not have been the 
only manlike creatures alive at 
that time. It now appears that 
early man coexisted with at least 
two a?»rt perhaps three or more 
other species of “near man ’ 
whose physical appearance may 
have been largely but 

whose brains had remained 
apelike. 

Until recently, these "near 
men,” t yped austxalopithecus, 
were almost universally accepted 
as ancestors of modern man. Now, 
there is evidence that they were 
merely smaller-brained contem- 
poraries who died out as their 
larger-brained cousins continued 
to evolve. 

Kenya and Ethiopia 

Some authorities also believe 
that for early man to have at- 
tained the level of advancement 
inferred from certain 3-mHlion- 
year-oki fossils and stone tools 
found daring the last two years 
in Kenya and Ethiopia, the 
human lineage must have begun 
sometime between. 4 and 6 mil- 
lion years ago. 

These emerging views of man’s 
evolution and the fossils upon 
which they are based are causing 
a major review of what was once 
considered a fairly straightfor- 
ward interpretation ol human 
origins. 

The reassessment began in the 
spring of 1973 when Richard 
Leakey, a Kenyan scientist, an- 
nounced the discovery of a 119- 
mDHon-ye&r-oki form of man 
with a brain that was unexpect- 
edly large for its age. It has 
come to be known from Its cata- 
log nmnber in tile expedition’s 
records as -1470.” 

The discovery has led to the 
view that the human race did 
not evolve simply from an isolat- 
ed, linear succession of steadily 
advancing haminids. Rather, it 
seems more likely that modem 
man represents but one surviving 
lineage from among several nnp^ 
of prehuman or nearly human 
creatures. 

It is now generally agreed that 
there were at least two types of 
Australopithecus a large “robust” 


form a smaller "gracSle’’ 

form. In addition, several of the 
most recently discovered' homlnid 
fossils, including acme that have 
not .yet been described in the 
scientific literature, seem not to 
belong to any of the known oar 
hypothesized lineages and may 
repres e nt still other near-man 
types. 

When its discovery first was 
announced, the 1470 skull was an 
isolated exception to the accepted 
sequence of evolution. Since then, 
however, several additional finds 
by Mr. Leakey's expedition, which

are less likely to have been the 
ancestors of modern humans than 
were creatures like 1470. 

Because of its brain size and 
the relatively modern - looking 
shape of the skull, Mr. Leakey 
has called 1470 “homo,” meaning 
he regards it as true man. But 
he has declined to say whether 
it should be considered a full- 
fledged "erectus** or a member of 
some more primitive species of 
homo such as "habilis.” 

Not Folly Accepted 

Although “habilis”, m ining 
handy or able, has never been 
fully accepted among anthro- 
pologists as a distinct species, it 
conformed to Dr. Louis Leakey’s 
long-standing view that man 
arose as a distinct lineage very 
long ago and evolved indepen- 
dently of the australopithecus 
near men. 

That view, long discounted by 
many other anthropologists, is 
now gaining support largely as a 
result of the findings of his son, 
Richard. 

One of the more spectacular 
fossil discoveries in recent months 
has been that of a partial skele- 


ton recovered from deposits In 
Ethiopia believed to be between 
3 and 33 million years old. With 
some complete limb bones and 
fragments of the skull, jaw and 
other limb bones, the find com- 
prises about 40 per cent of a 
complete skeleton and is the 
most nearly complete example of 
an extinct hominid yet found.

Sung— his first foreign visitor 
for 14 weeks, the Chinese news 
agency said.

Mao, 81, has deepened since he 
met his last foreign visitor, the 
West German politician Franz- 
Josef Strauss, in January. Since 
then, three heads of government 
have come here without being 
granted an audience. 


Novel Is Not 
The Word for 
F rench Appetite 

PARIS. April 18 (UPI).— 
More than half of all 
French adults never read 
books, but watch television as 
a main form of entertainment, 
a Cultural Ministry survey 
shows. 

The survey indicates, how- 
ever, that 89 per cent of 
those aged 15 to 19 read be- 
tween 1 and 50 books a year. 

Book-marketing specialist 
and researcher Jean-Pa ul Gis- 
serot, commenting on the 
figures, said. "Adults who have 
never got into the habit of 
reading when young are un- 
likely to pick it up later.* 

But according to a French 
writer, “this appetite for read- 
ing hardly lasts. As soon as 
they leave school, the big 
readers no longer read.”

Must the 'utile battle of Phnom Penh now 
be duplicated, at far greater cost in lives, m 
a fight to the finish In Saigon? 

Nothing in human power can redeem the 
hundreds of deaths, the thousands of ruined 
lives, the tragic remnants of the last weeks' 
fighting around the Cambodian capital. long 
after any hope of altering the outcome had 
vanished. When to call a halt in battle is 
no mere tactical calculation: even hard- 
hosed strategists unmoved by conventional 
considerations of human suffering and death 
have to see the merit in stopping short of 
total collapse. As North Vietnam's artillery 
and divisions press ever closer, that is the 
Issue confronting the politicians of Saigon. 

-The military situation is “irretrievable." 
write two respected members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee staff who were 
dispatched to Saigon two weeks ago for an 
independent check of the doggedly sanguine 
official assessments. They found "an air of 
unreality pervading the highest level of the 
embassy," an. American ambassador actively 
resisting "dangerously overdue evacuation " 
of U.S. citizens for fear of causing psycho- 
logical injury to President Thleu and his 
dwindling forces. 

The Ford administration continues to 
maneuver in its own air of unreality, flagel- 
lating the honor and standing of the United 
States because of the failure of its own 
policies. Dark warnings are issued, to the 
Soviet Union and China Tor helping North 
Vietnam violate the 1973 Paris agreements by 
giving military support, while the President 


chastises the American Confess for faDtng 
to honor the ■'commitment'' of military sup- 
port secretly made to south Vietnam by his 
predecessor. 

Nothing that is said or done in Washington 
now will change the military disaster which 

has befallen President Thieu's government. 
But in Saigon itself there is a way to prevent 
repetition of the fate that so prolonged 

Phnom Penh's agonies. 

North Vietnam is obviously acting in wide- 
spread violation of the military provisions o" 
the 1973 truce, but President Thleu has just 
as clearly violated the political provisions of 
that accord — the procedures for establishing 
a coalition National Council to create a new 
political constitution for South Vietnam. 
Even now spokesmen for North Vietnam and 
its ally In the South, the Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government, are Insisting that their 
immediate goal is to implement these provi- 
sions and thereby avoid one final battle in 
the streets of Saigon. 

President Thieu gambled that, through 
military successes, he could avoid the neces- 
sity for this political compromise, even after 
he had signed the cease-fire two years ago. 
With the evident failure of this cynical 
strategy, he long ago lost all claim to effec- 
tive leadership. Only swift installation of 
a new regime In Saigon can stand any 
chance of negotiating coalition rule, ending 
the bloodshed and sparing Saigon a fate 
even more doleful than the one that de- 
scended upon Phnom Penh.

Overdue African Caller 


If the United States is as anxious to im- 
prove relations with black Africa as Secre- 
tary of State Kissinger insists the next two 
days will offer the best possible opportunity 
to make a fresh start. President Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia, one of two key figures In 
a new effort to achieve peaceful solutions 
for the remaining black- white problems in 
southern Africa, arrived in Washington Fri- 
day for an overdue White House visit. 

When President Kaunda last visited the 
United States, In behalf of the Organization 
of African Unity and 54 governments that 
bad jost been represented at a non aligned 
summit meeting In Zambia, he was unable 
to see President Nixon, then giving priority 
to campaigning for Republican candidates in 
the 1970 midterm elections. Mr. Nixon was 
also unable to arrange time for Gen. Yakubu 
Gowon of Nigeria, who came as chairman 
of the 43-nation OATJ in 1973. 

These snubs were only two of many factors 
that bedeviled American relations with black 
Africa In recent years. Most important was 


the Nixon administration's decision, on rec- 
ommendation of Henry Kissinger, to relax 
the traditional American opposition to per- 
petuation of white minority rule and exploi- 
tation in southern Africa— a decision based 
on the premise that whites were firmly en- 
trenched in power everywhere in that area. 

Last year's coup in Portugal exploded that 
premise by bringing moves for raptd passage 
of Mozambique and Angola to independence 
under black governments. The Portuguese 
watershed also led to historic contacts be- 
tween Mr. Kaunda and South Africa’s white 
Prime Minister. John Vorster. to explore 
possibilities for a peaceful resolution of the 
Rhodesian problem. 

President Kaunda comes to Washington 
immediately after an OAU meeting in Tan- 
zania that sanctioned his continuing effort 
with Mr. Vorster to achieve a Rhodesian 
settlement. President Ford and Secretary 
Kissinger ought to benefit enormousiy from 
a visit as Important as It is overdue.

* External Fascism ' of £ r .S. 

What Is collapsing in the Far East Is that 
American policy which has been called 
“external fascism". While remaining a 
liberal democracy at home, the United States 
applied methods totally opposed to democ- 
racy in Its international relations: dictator- 
ship. permanent repression, violence, terror, 
crushing oy iron and fire. The tyranny of 
Lon Nol and Thieu probably won’t be re- 
placed by a democratic regime. But at least, 
there won't be any longer a tyranny exer- 
cised in the name of the "free world” and of 
human rights. An Immense hypocrisy is thus 
ending in Southeast Asia, which has done 
the West more wrong than all Communist 
propaganda. This hypocrisy is also retreat- 
ing in Europe as democracy progresses In 
Portugal and Greece, with Spain pending. 
The bicentennial of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence next year could be celebrated with 
due dignity if Latin America In tum freed 
Itseif from external fascism: if the evocation 
of Jefferson and Washington were not. blur- 
red by the huge bloodstain of the Chilean 
regime. 

For Europe, the lesson is clear: to refuse 
to have the “free world” resting on dictator- 
ships, even anti-Communist ones: to accept 
oniy democratic regimes under the sign of 
democracy. This should from now on con- 
stitute the foremost rule of diplomacy. . . .

Examining Saigon’s Offer to Negotiate 


By James Res ton 


^WASHINGTON— In a private 

w conversation with Sen. John 
Sparkman of Alabama, the chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, the foreign min- 
ister of South Vietnam. Vuons 
Van Bac. stated recently that 
Saigon was prepared to negotiate 
a political and military settlement 
of the war with the North Viet- 
namese in Paris. 

It is hard to imagine that the 
North Vietnamese, with troops 
almost within artillery range of 
Saigon, would agree to negotiate 
with President Thieu. whose de- 
parture would probably do more 
than anything else to avoid a 
bloody struggle for the South 
Vietnamese capital, but this state- 
ment at least opens up the bore 
possibility of a political settle- 
ment. 

Washington's present effort to 
stabilize the situation by military 
means in South Vietnam is no 
more successful than its previous 
attempts to "destabilize” the 
political situation in Chile. The 
White House and the Congress 
are deeply divided on a military 
policy for ending the war. and 
the more they squabble about it, 
the more they assure either a 
total military collapse or a final 
battle in the streets of Saigon. 

Back to Paris 

Accordingly, to avoid more 
human suffering and even to en- 
sure the safety of the Americans 
and then’ principal Saigon aides, 
the best chance may be to try to 
set the two sides back to Pans to 
arrange a cease-fire. 

If South Vietnam is prepared 
to discuss a political settlement 
in its present military extremity. 
North Vietnam has little to lose 
by waiting and negotiating. Twice 
before, the North felt it lost its 
military advantage by negotiat- 
ing. but it now controls most of 
the peninsula, was ne’.er in a 
stronger position to pause and 
negotiate, and presumably would 
talk with the armies in place. 

Washington, despite all its 
brave talk, is also looking ior a 
way out of its present dilemma, 
end is getting into deep trouble 
with Moscow over the prospect 
of a Soviet -supplied military con- 
quest of Saigon. Even the So- 
viet government, after listening to 
Secretary of State Kissinger;* 
ietesi remarks on the present 
trend of his "detente” policy, may 
finally be willing to recommend 

In a most unfortunate confusion 
of language and history. Presi- 
dent Fcrd said here the other 
d»y: “I don't think we blame the 
Soviet Union and the People's 
Republic of China. In this roe. 


if we had done with our ally what 
we promised. I think this whole 
tragedy could have been ehminat- 
ed." 

In other words, if the United 
States had cheated on the spirit 
of the Paris "peace agreement” 
as much as the Soviet Union did. 
all would be well. But a day 
later. Kissinger felt obliged to 
correct this blunder and send a 
message to Moscow. 

"Let no nation ever believe 
again." he told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors 
here, "that it can tear up with 
Impunity a solemn agreement 
signed with the United States. 
We must continue our policy of 
seeking to ease tensions, but we 
shall insist that the easing of 
tensions cannot occur selectively. 
We shall not forget who supplied 
the arms which North Vietnam 
used to make a mockery of Its 
signature on the Paris accords.” 

This warning has been coming 
on for quite a while. In October 
of 1968. after the Soviet union's 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, the 


U.3.SJI. made clear that, In its 
view, the policy of detente as- 
sumed that the present balance 
of power depended on maintain- 
ing the military and political 
status quo. 

At that time Pravda pronounc- 
ed what came to be known as the 
Brezhnev doctrine, namely that 
the world socialist community 
had the right to intervene, by 
military means if necessary, 
whenever and wherever socialism 
was under attack, and that “anti- 
socialists'' had no right to try 
to alter the political status qua 

Washington tu w been increas- 
ingly disturbed, however, by Mos- 
cow's efforts to help the Socialists 
and Communists to take power 
in Portugal, a member of the 
NATO alliance, for this amounts 
not only to a change in the status 
quo but to a claim that It can 
intervene in the politics of the 
West while It will not tolerate 
any Western Interference in the 
east of Europe. • 

Accordingly, Kissinger is now, 
reluctantly, reviving his own doc- 


trine of “Tlnirag ra- — ng.mqj y, tha t 
Moscow cannot expect ta take ad- 
vantage of the “spirit' of detente" 
in one field or one area and defy 
it in other fields and other areas. 

“Nor can we overlook the 
melancholy fact," he told the 
editors here, “that not one of the 
signatories of the Paris accords 
ion Vietnam) has responded to 
our repeated requests that they at 
least paint out North Vietnam'S 
flagrant violations of these agree- 
ments. Such silence can only un- 
dermine any meaningful stan- 
dards of international responsi- 
bility ” / 

This, however, is only a lecture 
What is needed now, and quadAe 
is a direct and specific demy»B 
by Washington in Moscow for a 
faithful execution of the Paris 
accords and the UJS.-Sowiet 
“statement of principles.” At 
best, it might merely delay the 
surrender of Saigon and the 
departure of Gen. Thieu. but at 
least it would avoid one last 
ghastly slaughter in the streets 
of Saigon.

Towards 
A Mideast 
Settlement 

By Joseph Kraft 

EIRUT. — Violence here in 
-*-* Lebanon and troubles In 
Egypt and Syria have lit up the 
whole Mideast scene. They 
demonstrated that unless there 
is progress toward peace, there 
will be retrogression toward 
chaos and war. 

The requirement, accordingly. 
Is sustained movement toward 
settlement between Israel and 
' the Arab states. Fbr the United 
States that means a policy which 
is steadier and more rounded 
with respect to both the Soviet 
Union and Israel. 

The basic reality is that politi- 
cal. economic and social prob- 
lems plague the Arab states 
bordering Israel. Here in Leba- 
non there la a built-tn tension 
between the Moslem community, 
fortified by the presence of a 
huge contingent of armed Pales- 
tinian capunandos, and a Chris- 
tian community prone to em- 
' phasdze the country's original 
Phoenician or non -Islamic char- 
acter. The battles which erupt- 
ed last week between right-wing 
nationalists of the Christian 
community and the Palestinians 
can oecur and recur, se long as 
the Israeli issue remains hoL 

In Syria, the ruling Ba'at-h 
party is divided between an “in" 
faction, committed to national 
development under the present 
military leadership, and an “out” 
faction with ties to the original 
pan-Arab Ba'athi leadership. 
The outs find support in the Ba'- 
ath regime in Iraq. In the 
absence of any settlement with 
Israel, they posed enough of a 
threat Tor the regime to order 
a wave of precautionary arrests. 

Egypt, with a huge and rapidly 
growing population, a cotton 
crop which Is hard to sell, and an 
immediate need to buy food and 
fertilizer, faces unmanageable 
economic problems. The designa- 
tion of a new cabinet — headed by 
tiie tough former Minister of 
Interior Mamdouh Salem— points 
toward a tighter squeeze on or- 
dinary Egyptians. But already 
this year there have been serious 
protest demonstrations in the 
steel and textile mills around 
Cairo. 

Stable Regimes 

Over the past few years an 
unusual group of leaders — notably 
Anwar Sadat in Egypt and Hafez 
al- Assad in Syria— have been 
able to build relatively stable 
regimes by holding themselves 
above these internal struggles. 
But the condition of being above 
the battle has been dependent on 
success In foreign policy. When 
progress in foreign policy lags, 
the leaders are increasingly 
dragged into Internal politics ana 
more and more pushed to des- 
perate moves against Israel. So 
the only way to maintain stability 
in the area is to keep pushing 
toward settlement with Israel. 

The United States has to play 
the central role in moving mat- 
ters along. Only Washington, 
for one thing, can elicit the 
necessary concessions from Is- 
rael. While they may play Mos- 
cow off against Washington, 
moreover, none of the Arab 
leaders really want to cut a deal 
through Soviet auspices. But the 
United States can only play the 
appointed role in this area by 
recognizing two realities it has 
.hitherto tended to ignore. 

. The first is that a small role, 
at least, has to be carved out for 
the Russians. The obvious ve- 
hicle is the Geneva conference. 
So instead of constantly asserting 
the dangers of Geneva, Wash- 
ington needs to think hard about 
how to make Geneva work. That 
means, at the very least, develop- 
ing a set of subcommittees which 
can provide a screen for secret 
negotiations, and framing an In- 
vitation which brings the Pales- 
tinians into the conference on 
condition they recognize the 
existence of Israel. 

The second reality turns on 
dealing with Israel. What has 
to be achieved there is nothing 
less than a fundamental change 
in outlook toward the Arab 
world. That cannot be accom- 
plished by a wave of the wand 
at the highest levels. 

A long, slow nursing campaign 
engaging every point of contact 
between. Americans and Israelis, 
including even a real American 
ambassador, is required. Sticks 
may have to be used, but also 
carrots, and tea and sympathy 
—and far years to come. 

No one can guarantee, even if 
all these needs are met, that there 
will be peace in the Mideast. But 
at least there can be, on a sus- 
tained basis, enough forward mo- 
tion to subordinate the Internal 
Arab difficulties which threaten 
war as long as there is no peace

More important, what do these 
objects tell us of art itself and 
fee “civilizing” influence con- 
ventionally attributed to it?

Herodotus “would look upon any 
people who did not speak the 
mother tongue as barbarians, 
and would judge any group of 
mankind without cities as beyond 
fee pale.”

The next ques- 
tion then is whether their prac- 
tices were more barbarous than 
some of our own, "in war. 

There are other questions. For 
instance, in view of the great 
treasures of primitive art, can 
we think of art as a civilizing 
agent, and what is civilization 
anyway? Art's function is nei- 
ther to teach nor to soothe, but 
to intensify emotions, and fee 
lack of a written language, a s 
in fee case of fee Scythians, 
may have increased fee need for 
and response to it. Art, if it 
does anything at all, must height- 
en respect for the creativity of 
human beings, underscore their 
difference from antmnig But 
this does not mean much if 
animals were counted more valu- 
able (which they were to fee 
Scythians) than men

If classical ballet aspires to oc- 
cupy space vertically and leave 
the ground behind. Bella Lewit- 
zky and her technically splendid 
troupe accept gravity and. like 
the city they come from, occupv 
space horizontally. 

Among the more striking mo- 
ments of the two programs were 
Lewitzky’s own 18-minute solo, 
“On the Brink of Time," which 
grew from and died back into 
a few sinuous hand movements 
and was danced with superb con- 
trol; “Spaces Between” in whicn 
glass-fiber panels separate mir- 
ror movements 'without gimmic- 
kry; the ritual mysteries of “Cer- 
eiuony for Three," *-nd the play- 
fulness of “Game Plan.” with Its 
evocations of relays and games 
of unlimited subst^’^on and 
sideline warmups. 

Color, lighting, music (all un- 
familiar i ? a * hoc) . props, move- 
ment and message all blend into 
a cohesive whole, regardless of 
fee dance or Its mood. The 
troupe was rnthosiastically re- 
ceived on its first appearance in 
France, and the capacity audi- 
ences were also a tribute to con- 
tinuing quality of the theater's 
dance imports.

London Festival Ballet has open- 
ed a four-week reason at fee 
London Coliseum wife Rudolf 
Nureyev's sumptuous new produc- 
tion of “The Sleeping Beauty.” 

Later In the season fee Panovs 
will be introduced in a variety 
of roles, and Galina Panov is to 
dance Aurora in this production. 
But for the moment, attention is 
focused on fee ubiquitous 
Nureyev, for whom this ‘Beauty" 
is a triumphant success as the- 
atrical producer and star dancer, 
but less of a success as innova- 
tive choreographer. 

Helped by Nicholas Georg iadls, 
his designer. Nureyev has pro- 
duced a succession of ravishing 
tableaux and has invented some 
highly dramatic visual effects. 
After the evil fairy Carabosse. 
presented for once as an attrac- 
tive woman, has cast lier spell, 
she lingers triumphantly on fee 
stage, dominating all the good 
fairies-. 

After Aurora pricks her finger, 
Carabosse actually mounts fee 
royal throne until fee Lilac 
Fairy’s entry. The boat-ride for 
the prince is superb, wife a silent 
boat feat winds its way around 
fee stage through a mass of com- 
plicated moving scenery. And 
the last act. wife its bronze 
tone and bizarre uniforms, is a 
spectacular climax, marred only 
by fee designer's penchant for 
hats decorated wife almost in- 
conceivable quantities of feathers, 
pom-poms and other fripperies. 

Tbe lighting effects did -not 
always work last night, and in 
any case they seem to be over- 
complex. There arc constant 
changes of color and intensity 
during dances, which is somewhat 
distracting, and the attempt to 
make the candles splutter during 
Carabosse 's first entrance looks 
more like an electrical fault. But 
these are minor matters which 
will soon be rectified. 

What is more serious is that 
Nureyev’s new choreography Is 
also often over-complex and does 
not always seem particularly well 
matched to fee music: It is al- 
ways difficult to get used to new 
steps to familiar music, particu- 
larly when the original choreo- 
graphy is so well remembered, 
but I doubt if audiences will 
ever really accept the long and 
difficult solo which Nureyev has 
given himself in tbe vision scene, 
to music which Sir Frederick 
Ashton used much more felici- 
tously for an - awakening pas de 
deux. 

Last night Nureyev seemed to 


tire during this solo, as well he 
might after all bis recent exer- 
tions as dancer and producer, 
but he speedily caught his second 
or third wind, dancing a number 
of equally difficult variations 
with precision, elan and techni- 
cal brilliance. In this version 
fee prince does more actual 
dancing, and more difficult 
dancing, than the Aurora. 

When Nureyev is around this 
may be just as well, as there 
are not many ballerinas to equal ' 
him. Era Evdokimova, an Amer- 
ican dancer, has danced with 
him before and is known here 
as an attractive and technically 
competent exponent of other bal- 
lerina roles. She has not yet 
got into the skin or Aurora 
dancing it without much charac- 
ter or motion. 

Carabosse also needed a strong- 
er dramatic impact than was 
made by Alexandra Flckford 
Terry Hayworth's elderly doubled- 
up master of ceremonies was a 
fine piece of original character 
miming.

He also 
bought an extremely good still 
life by Henri Fantin-Latour, at 
one time exhibited (as a loan) 
at fee Fitzwilliam Museum in 
Cambridge, England. Tbe price, 
£8.640, was high for a good but 
small (16 by 28 centimeters) 
piece. Last. El Zenny bought a 
Delacroix watercolor of a Turkish 
horseman far £18.900: again e 
high price but for a quality 
drawing. 

The bidding of London dealers 
was another eloquent sign of 
market recovery. An important 
still life — peonies in a vase — by 
Renoir, went to fee Arthur Tooth 
Gallery for £84poo. A high price 
of £141,750— not so high as it 
seems— was paid by the Somer- 
ville- Simpson Gallery for a 
Degas pastel, done In 1885. 

American dealers were bidding 
hard but buying carefully. Klaus 
Peris of New York bought a stone 
carving by Amedeo Modigliani 
done in 1911-1812. The highest 
price paid by fee New York trade 
— and it was Incredibly high — was 
the £37.800 given by Stephen 
Hahn tor a small Daumier water- 
color and pen drawing. This is 
one of Daumier’s masterpieces, 
in the long term, the price is 
probably justified. 

Throughout the sale fee mood 
of careful, calculated buying was 
obvious. Bad pieces did not sell. 
Nor did good but overrated works 
such as Monet's “Jar din 4 
vethetol” a 881) Which was still 
under its reserve at £105000.

Italian Bate Reduced 

ROME, April 18 (AP-DJ)^-The 
Italian Banks Association today 
cut the prime rate to 15 from 
17.25 per cent. 

It also cut interest paid on 
deposits an a sliding scale that 
will discourage the largest ce- 
positors from keeping their funds 
idle. 

The cut in the prime rate was 
somewhat greater than had been 
expected. 

The prime rate in Italy is the 
basic rate for loans to the most 
prestigious customers. There rre 
a variety of surcharges based on 
the size and frequency of loans 
that will bring the most common 
effective rate to 165 per cent. 

Conversely, special loans to 
develop agriculture and promote 
exports usually carry interest 
below the prime rate. 

The discount and Lombard 
rates remain in a range from 8 
to 11.5 per cent, set Dec. 27.. 

interest rates for deposits will 
be cut 1.5 points to 8.5 per cent 
for the largest deposits, those 
over 250 million lire. The cuts 
will be less for smaller deposits, 
and for the lowest category no 
change is expected.

European Auto Slump 
Seen Lasting Until 1979 

LONDON, April 18 CAF-DJ). — Car sales in Europe probably 
will not reach their high levels of 1973 until about 1979, although 
a recovery baa begun in West Germany and some other Northern 
European countries. Umberto Agnelli, managing director of Figt 
SpA. said today. 

Mr. Ag n elli said that car markets in Italy. France and 
Britain continued to be “difficult. 1 ’ He said Flat's production 
this year would be about 1.1 million cars, compared with 
capacity of 1.6 million.

Consumer Reports, owned by 
Consumers Union, published some 
ot the rates in its March issue, 
prompting Reserve Board chair- 
man Arthur Burns to ask the 
FBI to find out where the mag- 
azine got the information. 

One- result of the episode was 
that the person who leaked the 
information, board statistician 
Carl Mlnite, resigned In exchange 
for a Justice Department agree- 
ment to stop the FBI investiga- 
tion.

Money Supply Gains 
5.5% in Quarter

In other money and banking 
developments disclosed yesterday

government securities. 

Only Second Else 

New York bank loans to com- 
mercial and industrial companies 
In the week ended Wednesday 
rose S49 million, only their sec- 
ond weekly Increase so far in 
1975. since Jan. L business loans 
here have now decreased $256 
billion in sharp contrast to their 
S292-bHllan expansion in the 
same period of 1974 

Chicago bajik loans this week 
were up $43 million. Loans there 
have declined $321 million this 
year in contrast to the $L61-biI- 
lion rncrpflsfi a year ago. 

The money supply — currency 
plus demand deposits — rose $500 
million in the week ended April 9 
to an average of $288.1 billion, 
equaling the record total for 
money set March 12 

Over the latest statistical quar- 
ter. the money supply has in- 
creased at an annual rate of 5.5 
per cent. Its most rapid rate of 
expansion Rtnne last July. In 
February, money was actually 
shrinking slightly. 

Excess Reserves 

The New York Federal Reserve 
Rnnir estimated that commercial 
hank* had $150 million, on 
average, in wnwi reserves. Banks 
borrowed an average of only S16 
million a day from the Fed. the 
smallest volume of such loans in 
three years. 

The Fed also reported that 
custody holdings of government 
securities for foreign accounts, 
mostly central banks, rose above 
S40 billion ior the first time, lb esc 
custody holdings have now risen 
5225 billion in the last two week*, 
reserving a S750 million decline 
over the preceding four weeks. 

These changes in Federal Re- 
serve Bank holdings of Treasury 
securities reflect largely a change 
in oil payments. In the past, 
many of these payments were 
made on the 15th of each month, 
but in March they were made 
late.

Banks in U.S. 
Confident on 
Loans Abroad 

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP-DJ). 
—Loan losses abroad do not 
appear to have been judged a 
pressing hazard by CJ3. bankers. 

Indeed, their much-touted cut- 
back on foreign loan portfolio 
growth may be Jess tough than 
has been widely reported. 

UjS. government statistics show 
that during the middle of 1974, 
when the Bankhaus I. D. Herstatt 
failure and petrodollar recycling 
worries prompted talk of poring 
loan growth, the UJS. banking in- 
dustry made only a moderate cut 
in the expansion of overseas port- 
folios. 

As of Jan. 3L 1974, foreign and 
domestic offices of UjS. hunk-* 
had roughly $107.8 billion in 
foreign credits outstanding. By 
June 30. 1974. the total had 
climbed to $127.8 billion. Some 
trimming followed, but by Dec. 
31 the preliminary total was np 
to about $1293 billion. 

Morgan Guaranty Trust Co.'s 
“World Financial Markets” noted 
in February that UB. banks' 
loans to foreigners grew $3.7 bil- 
lion in J974*s last two months. 

More recently, loans to borrow- 
ers in Britain, seat of some of the 
most publicized loan loss fears, 
have kept up. Federal Reserve 
and preliminary Treasury statis- 
tics show UB. banks had roughly 
$523 billion in loans outstanding 
in Britain as of lost Oct. 31. 
Preliminary totals of UB. banks' 
domestic offices reflect a growth 
of their loans In Britain between 
Oct. 31 and Jan. 31 to $14 billion 
from $680 million. 

Loans by UB. banks’ domestic 
offices were the main reason the 
Institutions’ inftns outstanding in 
Britain bad grown slightly to 
roughly $523 billion by Dec. 31. 

While real estate loans have 
become the acknowledged nemesis 
of UB. banks, there have been 
worries about foreign loans too.

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r pHE Insider's story is always 
the one we wait for, the one 
we pant to hear. Like children, 
we suspect that big people are 
sitting behind closed floors con- 
spiring to hide dark truths from 
us — and like children we are usu- 
ally right. So. one picks up both 
these books with special anticipa- 
tion, for George Marek and 
Jerome Toobin are certified in- 
siders with respect to. the Tosca- 
nini story, though Mr. Marek 
knew the conductor for only four 
years at the end of his life, and 
Mr. Toobin knew him not at all. 

Mr. Marek's ‘Toscanini" is a 
full-scale biography and perhaps 
his most satisfactory effort yet in 
the genre (Puccini. Strauss. 
Mendelssohn and Beethoven were 
previous Marek subjects), but its 
primary value may lie in its ac- 
count of Toscanini's final years. 
Mr. Marek observed them from 
close up as head of RCA Records, 
which captured so much docu- 
mentary evidence of the Par- 
mesan maestro’s genius before his 
bitter end. 

Orer the years. Toscanini 
hagiogmphers have argued over 
exactly how and why Toscanini 
was engaged by the National 
Broadcasting Company in 1937. 
how and why the NBC Orchestra 
was created for his personal use. 
and how and why he resigned 
as its conductor after the famous 
interrupted broadcast on March 
31. 1954. when Toscanini lost 
control of himself and of the 
orchestra during the playing of 
the Tannhauser** Overture. tMr. 
Marek says the Incident took only 
S3 seconds and that If the men 
in the radio control booth had 
Dot panicked and put a Brahms 
symphony on the air. few listen- 
ers either in the studio or radio 
audiences would ever have known 
anything had gone wrong). 

Mr. Marek has access to official 
RCA memos and letters concern- 
ing these events, and while he is 
plainly anxious to put the best 
light possible on the matter, he 
shows quite convincingly that 
Toscanini was forced to resign 
by David Ssrnoff. the head of 
RCA, because that corporation 
had decided it no linger could 
afford to subsidize the aging 
maestro (he was 87 at the time) 
and l da handpicked orchestra. 
Mr. Marek suggests that Tos- 
canini’s letter of resignation was 
written for him by someone at 
RCA and that he kept It for 
several weeks, unable to bring 
himself to sign it 

All this distasteful maneuver- 
ing. described in documentary 
detail, went on shortly before the 
interrupted broadcast, and it is 
Mr. Marek's conclusion that the 
strain accounted for much. If not 
all. of what took place. Good 
corporation spokesman that he la, 
of course. Mr. Marek presents 
David Saracff as a culture hero 
for his part in creating the or- 
chestra that brought Toscanini 


back to America in 1937. But the 
inside story of the resignation 
certainly takes a great deal of 
gloss off Mr. Sarnofrs total 
achievement. “The whole matter 
was handled with consummate 
stupidity," Mr. Marek sadly con- 
cludes. 

Otherwise. Mr. Marek gives us 
the Toscanini familiar from a 
dozen earlier biographies and 
does not displace Samuel Antek s 
"This Was Toscanini" as a musi- 
cian's inside story. Again we 
read of the titanic rages i"Put 
blood! Impotent old men! You 
are not m usi cia n s but lackeys 
and sloppy ones!") that his 
orchestras learned to respect if 
not enjoy. We hear of the 
peasant humor, the outraged 
anti -Fascism, the nonstop phil- 
andering. (Late in life the 
soprano Geraldine Farrar invited 
Toscanini to dinner and served 
him caviar, which moved him to 
complain to a friend, T slept 
with that woman for seven years. 
Wouldn't you think she'd remem- 
ber I hate fish?") 

Jerome Toobin 's "Agitato" picks 
up the tale of Toscanini's orches- 
tra. which came to be called the 
Symphony of the Air, and follows 
the organization to its grave nine 
years later. Mr. Toobin. through 
some aberration that -he only 
dimly understands, undertook to 
manage the orchestra and keep it 
alive. His story is so deeply in- 
side the music business that It 
hurts, an ingrown toenail of a 
book that is nonetheless desper- 
ately funny. Everyone wanted 
the Symphony of the Air to live 
after Toscanini, it seemed: and 
everyone joined in the competi- 
tion to Shovel it under, Mr. 
Toobin's special scorn is reserved 
for the treble-chinned dilet- 
tante rich who would take up 
the orchestra's cause and absent- 
mindedly drop it when a new op- 
portunity came to pose as a 
patron of the arts. 

Mr. Toobin is merciless also in 
showing the underside of the 
great artists who helped the 
Symphony of the Air to its final 
rest. All is vanity, saith the 
preacher, but he never dipped 
Into the music business In New 
York: there also are reptilian 
venom, uncontrollable greed and 
hilarious silliness as well as a 
self-love that Narcissus would 
have blushed to exhibit. Mr. 
Toobin's accounts of his dealings 
with CaHas, Stokowski. Alfred 
Wallenstein, Bruno Walter, Fritz 
Reiner. Vladimir Horowitz, Sol 
Hurok and assorted music critics 
have that ring of authenticity 
that the lover of inside music 
stories waits for. usually in vain. 

And through it all. Mr. Toobin 
contends, he retained Ms love of 
music, which explains some of 
his book's appeal The funniest 
people alive are cynics who have 
kept their ideals.

Perennial With NBA’s Celtics 


Ageless Havlieek Dismays Friend

BOSTON. April 18 (WPi.— 
For 18 years, at Ohio State, with 
toe Boston Celtics and now as an 
assistant coach with the Houston 
Rockets, Larry Siegfried has seen 
his friend John Havlieek make 
the same moves and passes, shots 
and rebounds that- should gua- 
rantee him instant induction in- 
to the Basketball Hall of Fame. 

Over that same span, while 
most athletes of. their age have 
succumbed to the clutches.of time 
here is Havlieek, now 35. his hair 
a little longer, his frenetic move- 
ments a bit more controlled, but 
his game as breathtaking as ever, 
floating down a basketball floor, 
contributing to the destruction 
of the young Rockets. 

For Siegfried, now 36, it is an 
unsettling sight. 

“I look out there and see John 
and I ask myself, ‘How does this 
guy still do it?'” said Siegfried, 
who was only a year ahead of 
Havlieek at Ohio State and play- 
ed on five world championship 
teems with him in Boston. 

Using His Head* 

“He's playing great. He's using 
his head more now rather than 
the brute speed like lie used to. 
John doesn’t have to work as 
hard as before, but when he has 
to. he does. 

“John just hustles- He still 


runs on the break, he still hits 
the open man, and you know, 
whenever they need a big shot, 
guess who's gonna get the bas- 
ketball? If they use him right — 
say a half a game a night— be. 
could probably play another five 
years. I'm not sure John would 
stand lor that, though. He has 
to go all-out all the time.” 

“I'm going to play next year,” 
Havlieek said the other day. “and 
after that, I just don't know. 

‘Tm not as quick, as strong or 
as fast as I used to be. I used 
to be a more consistent scorer in 
the past, but now I don’t really 
have to be and part of that is 
our team balance. What would 
the Celtics be without me? Oh, 
they'd find somebody to take my 
place.” 

“News to Me’ 

That' does not seem likely. “I 
can’t imagine anybody who's ever 
played with the ldnd of intensity 
he plays with,” said teammate 
Paul Westphal, one of the heirs 
apparent. “If he's getting old, 
it's news to me.”

The Books That People 
Lived By 


pARIS iIHT}. — -A good book, said Descartes, Is tifcp conversing 

with the noblest min ds of ages past: the rather lofty phrase at 
an educated man. The Blbliothfcque Nationale in Paris, normally 
a cathedral of loftiness, has bad the good and unexpected idea of 
devoting a sm a l l show to books "that Descartes probably wouldn’t 
bare engaged in idle chatter, m uch less conversation — sim p lex , 
popular annuals, manu als, catalogues, guides, primers. 

Functional books, not lite ra tu r e: the books, as the show’s title stabs, 
of daily life. 

“Le Iilvre Dans la Vie Quotidiense,” on view through this month, 
is- devoted to books that have been for the most part forgotten or. 
more correctly, that were never much- noticed, the books that people 
literally lived by As- far as the museum's director, Etienne Deanery, 
knows, it Is the first such show to be held. 

The displays range from an etiquette book of 1297 (with sections 
written in rhymed couplets for the educated and in hexameters for 
simpler folk) to a 1971 Air France long distance flight schedule. While 
most ol the authors are forogtten, Erasmus, Nostradamus, Calvin, 
CastigUone, Luther and Bossuet are included, as well as those whose 
nafnes have become common nouns— Larousse. Baedeker, and 
Napoleon Chats, after wham French railway guides are (rather In 
the manner of Britain's Bradshaw j named. 

The most famous man among the forgotten Is Francois Barreme 
(1638-1703), whose name became a part of the French language as 
bareme. meaning a scale or- printed table of figures. A mathematician. 
Barr€me compiled a ready reckoner lor shopkeepers that was pub- 
lished for more than two centuries. 

Another best seller was Calepino’s 1502 dictionary, which had gone 
through 210 editions by 1779, while the champion best seller of an 
times is probably a 12th-century medical handbook, “Le Regime 
de la Saute," which continued to find readers seven centuries after 
publication. No one keeps figures on worst sellers, but a 1912 opus 
giving the rules for playing le cricket francais sounds like a good bet. 

Present-day statistics show that. one French citizen out of two 
never reads a book. One interesting point in the show is not only 
how much people used to read, but how many were able to read. 
Many of the books give humble advice on how to garden, gather 
goose eggs, erect a trellis, distill liquor, be a coachman, catch nma 
or build a bridge There were even foreign language dictionaries 
made especially for people, as a 1477 dictionary puts it, “who want 
to learn without having been to school — such as artisans and 
women.'* 

From the 14tli century there is a book for women on how to run 
a household, while even earlier works in french and Provencal tell 
women how to behave in church' at the table, and among men. 

Most of the books axe of the Bow To type, which includes cen- 
turies of etiquette, self-improvement and parlor games. A parch- 
ment from the early 14th century tells how to play chess; there Is a 
fine 1638 volume in English called ’'Hocus Pocus Junior: The Ana- 
tomle of Legerdemain or the Art of Jugling," and a disgustingly pious 
late 18th-century version of Monopoly called The New Game of 
Virtue Rewarded and Vice Punished" (the boxes one lands on are 
variously named Ignorance, friendship, Stupidity, Prudence, etc., and 
the winner ends on the abundant bosom of a rock-jawed lady sur- 
rounded by sunbursts and labelled The Triumph of Virtue i. 

Astrology, alchemy and the interpretation of dreams exist from 
earliest times, as do more serious attempts at medicine. The best

object in this section Is not a book but a handy pocket handkerchief 
with thoroughly ninwriirig illustrations and- texse instructions on how 
to cope with such emergencies as seasickness, burns, headache, 
suicide, earwigs and gout. 

Inevitably, the books of daily life were, in the past at least, 
much concerned with religion. An interesting section is devoted to 
books oT hours— not the gorgeously illuminated ones we are used to 
in museums, but humble ones which sold extremely well: 150,000 
copies of Guillaume Godard’s book of hours were sold between 1510 
and 1553. 

It was in the self-improving, socially mobile 12 th century that 
How To books reached their peak. The Guide Taride, for example, 
published pamphlets cm all subjects from the Art of Swimming to 
Stenography, Training One’s Domestics, and the Terrible, Incalculable 
Consequences of Onanism. 

Guidebooks, from the days they directed pilgrims towards the 
shrine of St- James of Compostella, are of course a staple functional 
book. They also point out the problems of organizing a show such 
as the Bibliotheque Nationale has put on. While the writer of. the 
catalogue justly points out that such subjects as electricity, television 
and aeronautics have their incunabula In the form of early technical 
manuals, the problem with such books is to track them down. 

• The most popular books, worn out or thrown out. are the hardest 
to find. In fact the Bibliotheque National^. France's greatest library, 
does not, to its 'shame, even possess a first edition of the Michelm 
Guide.
